NEW YORK The news, to hit the metaphor 
perhaps a bit too hard, swam downstream 
through New York’s sushi bars on Friday 
afternoon: That spicy tuna roll you ate last 
night could— like a handbag from Canal 
Street— have been fake, 

“Knockoff sushi— wow,” said Richie 
No tar, managing partner of the Nobu chain, 
with more than 20 restaurants around the 
world from Malibu to Melbourne, “Next 
thing you know, you’ll be able to buy it off 
some guy on a blanket on Fifth Avenue,” 

What Notar was referring to was the 
somewhat surprising story that two 
Manhattan high school students subjected 
seafood samples from several grocery stores 
and restaurants to genetic testing and 
discovered that nearly 25 percent were not 
what they claimed to be. 

No harm done, it seems. New York’s 
top-end sushirias— your Nobus and your 
Masas— sniffed at the mere suggestion 
that their snow crabs or hamachi might be 
somehow inauthentic. Even those of a lesser 
grade were equally proud. 

At Masa, home to the $500 chef’s special, 
Veda Nishikawa, a manager, assured his 
questioner that no sham salmon could 
possibly make its way into the kitchen, as all 
of the restaurant’s marine offerings are flown 
in daily —whole — from trusted purveyors in 
Japan, Besides, he said, the chef and owner, 
Masayoshi Takayama (widely thought of as 
the sushi world’s da Vinci), handles every 
piece of fish himself 

As for customers, many simply said that if 
the sushi tastes good, what’s the big deal? 

“Fit’s good and it’s not going to make me 
sick, I guess I don’t really care all that much,” 
said Lauren Dzura, 24, who was dining at 
Samurai Japanese Cuisine in Brooklyn, 
Notar, for one, suggested that the typical 
sushi eater drowned his plate in so much soy 
sauce and wasabi that he could scarcely taste 
the fish,

MIAMI President Bush declared Sunday that 
four Florida counties hit hardest by Tropical 
Storm Fay are major disaster areas, making 
them eligible for federal aid. 

The declaration makes funds available 
for emergency work and repairs to govern- 
ments in Brevard, Monroe, Okeechobee 
and St, Lucie counties. 

State and federal emergency officials are 
still assessing the damage from the week- 
long storm that caused at least ii deaths in 
Florida and one in Georgia, More counties 
could be added. 

The funding has not yet been extended 
to individual homeowners whose proper- 
ties were damaged by high winds or flood 
waters,

ENOUGH ALREADY! 

Fay had been an unusual storm since 
it was named Aug. 15. After hitting the 
Keys on Monday it crossed open water 
again before hitting a second time near 
Naples on the southwest coast. It limped 
across the state, popped back out into 
the Atlantic Ocean and struck again near 
Flagler Beach on the central eastern 
coast. It was the first storm in almost 50 
years to make three landfalls in the state 
as a tropical storm. Its fourth landfall as 
such was the first in recorded history. 

Charlie Crist said before touring flood dam- 
age at the St, Mark’s River in north Florida, 
After meandering through Florida for 
nearly a week. Tropical Storm Fay was final- 
ly downgraded to a tropical depression, but 
cities along the Gulf Coast still weren’t in 


the clear. 

Forecasters say the storm could con- 
tinue to dump 6 to 12 inches of rain from 
the Florida panhandle to eastern Louisiana 
through the next several days. 

As a tropical storm. Fay set a record with 
four landfalls in Florida and was blamed 
for at least ii deaths there and another in 
Georgia, 

Though the storm weakened as it trav- 
eled inland Saturday, with maximum sus- 
tained winds of about 35 mph, cities from 
Pensacola to New Orleans were still prepar- 
ing for possible flooding, 

“People automatically assume that if it 
weakens, the hazards go down with it, but in 
the case of rainfall, it’s not a function of wind 
speed,” said Jamie Rhome of the National 
Hurricane Center in Miami, “Slow-moving 
systems dump a lot of rainfall,”

A new McCain ad, the second since Obama revealed his 
choice of fellow Sen, Joe Biden of Delaware on Saturday, 
challenges Obama’s motives in passing over his former top 
rival and settling on Biden, who dropped out of the presi- 
dential contest after a poor showing in Iowa, the first con- 
test, Chief Obama strategist David Axelrod insisted Biden 
was “a better fit,” 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi (D- Calif) said Biden 
offered “the full package,” She said he “has challenged the 
status quo. And he’s even criticized Senator Obama, so it’s 
a tribute to Senator Obama that he’s not just choosing ayes 
man but a person who will speak what he believes,” 

On Sunday, the party’s credentials committee was poised 
to restore full voting rights at the convention to delegates 
from Elorida and Michigan, initially stripped of all delegates 
for holding their primaries too early With his nomination 
assured, Obama sought the show of unity to shore up sup- 
port in those two important states. 

Since Biden’s selection, the McCain campaign has come 
out with two campaign ads addressing the Democratic 
candidate’s choice of a running mate. 

The latest ad, released by the campaign early Sunday, 
features clips of Clinton during the primary battle saying 
critical things about Obama, including, “Senator Obama’s 
campaign has become increasingly negative,” 

A voiceover announcer says, “She won millions of votes 
but isn’t on the ticket. Why? Eor speaking the truth,”

WGN’s Payne 
apologizes for 
actions during 
night newscast

WGN-Ch. 9’s Allison Payne is apologizing to 
viewers but says that they didn’t see what some 
might have thought they did the other night. 

“I was not drunk,” Payne said over the week- 
end as she prepared to broadcast this week 
from Denver, site of the Democratic National 
Convention. 

Chicago Tribune parent Tribune Co.’s WGN 
fielded calls from concerned viewers after Payne 
swiveled in her chair 
and slurred words dur- 
ing Thursday’s 9 p.m. 
newscast. 

Questions about her 
performance report- 
edly also were raised on 
Chicago radio Friday 
morning. 

Payne blames the 
incident on the linger- 
ing effects of a series 
of mini-strokes that kept her off the air from 
January to April, compounded by overwork and 
perhaps a bit of adrenaline-fueled giddiness. 

“I want to apologize to those who were disap- 
pointed in my newscast that night,” Payne said. 
“But I have been working very, very hard to bring 
them some good elements that did come togeth- 
er and I was feeling good about that. 

“I don’t want to play a violin, but I am still 
recovering,” she said. “It’s a process. I have to 
ask people to be patient with that in terms of 
slurring and things.” 

Greg Caputo, WGN’s news director, said 
Payne was tired. 

“She has been trying to battle back from being 
sick and she was just way overtired. She had been 
working all day, and she isn’t supposed to be” as 
she continues to recover. 

The slurring, Payne said, tends to resurface 
when she is tired, nervous or excited. “I may seek 
some speech therapy,” she said. 

Caputo said Payne, whose WGN contract has 
around two years left, continues to prepare to co- 
anchor Channel 9’s new 5:30 weeknight newscast 
with Mark Suppelsa, scheduled to launch mid- 
September. 

Suppelsa, a former WFLD-Ch. 32 and 
WMAQ-Ch. 5 anchor, joined Payne on the 
9 p.m. broadcast last month, replacing Steve 
Sanders, her co-anchor since 1993. 

Sanders moved to WGN’s midday news, which 
is set to expand to 90 minutes next month.

able lessons. 

Kelly Krefft, 24, of Chicago, will need 
to be creative when describing to prospec- 
tive employers the highlight of her sum- 
mer internship. The biology senior at the 
University of Illinois at Chicago worked 
alongside keepers at the Brookfield Zoo, 
where she raced across the grounds recent- 
ly just in time to see a giraffe give birth. 

“Internship is all about learning— learn- 
ing what you like, where you fit and where 
you don’t fit,” said Karen Roloff, direc- 
tor of internships at DePaul University’s 
College of Communication in Chicago. 

Some students say internships have 
helped them figure out where they don’t 
want to work. 

Justin Mandel, 21, showed up for his first 
day at an internship in June with a New 
Tbrk film company 

He was given a two-sided poster board 


advertisement to drape over his shoulders 
to promote a movie while standing at Wall 
Street and Broadway It was about 90 
degrees and he was wearing a long-sleeved 
shirt. He struggled to carry the board dur- 
ing a 20 -minute subway ride, facing the 
stares of bemused passengers, and finally 
went home exhausted. 

That night, he opened an e-mail from 
his boss “saying we really liked you but we 
have no space in the office and we’ll have 
to let you go,” said Mandel, who lives in 
New York and is a senior majoring in film 
at the University of Southern California. 

“I worked there literally one day” 

Employers have their own set of hor- 
ror stories, such as interns who show up 
wearing skimpy clothing and flip-flops or 
who demand a raise halfway through the 
summer. 

But often the employers are to blame 
for not clearly defining the intern’s job. 

“You have to be very clear as manage- 
ment what you want this person doing,” 
said Lisa Callaway of the Management 
Association of Illinois in Downers Grove, 
which provides employers with advice on 
human resource matters.

speeding tickets 

The bingo game in Downers Grove wasn’t particularly news- 
worthy but what was happening in the Lincoln Room at the 
American Legion post was: Traffic court. 

About 300 people were summoned to this spot at the end 
of a quiet dead-end street. Most drove, but a stream of taxis 
arrived carrying defendants whose driving privileges were 
suspended. 

What made this court call last week different from most 
was that many of the drivers 
were charged with speeding in 
a construction zone, in this case 
on Interstate 88. 

Most were clocked by an 
Illinois State Police photo radar 
enforcement van and accused of 
exceeding the 45 mph work zone 
speed limit. Tickets carrying a 
minimum fine upon conviction 
of $375 were sent in the mail, 
along with a notice to appear 
in court. Second offenses carry 
a minimum $1,000 fine and a 
driver’s license suspension. 

“Court costs and speeding 
fines have risen dramatically in 
recent years from the $75 ticket 
of the past,” Judge Peter Ostling 
said to the defendants from the 
bench, a folding table covered with a black cloth. 

By the end of just this one court hearing, judgments total- 
ing tens of thousands of dollars in fines were levied. The 
average amount was $660, which included court costs. 

Mary Jo Lally of Darien asked the judge for a continuance 
upon learning that the total fine she faced would be $660. 

Her defense? There were no workers present when she 
was caught driving 63 mph in the 45 mph work zone, she 
said, apparently unaware that the reduced speed limit is 
in effect around the clock in Illinois regardless of whether 
work is being done. 

“My husband and son are in construction, so I don’t have 
a problem with slowing down,” Lally said. “But $660? Get 
real.”

Hardy was charged last week with attempted first- 
degree murder. He was ordered held without bail 
Saturday As of Sunday evening, the charges had not been 


upgraded, police said. 

Chicago Police did not have any new information on 
Sunday A telephone number for Donald Hardy could not 
be located. 

Family members have said Hayes had burns over 90 per- 
cent of his body 

A tenant said she called 911 early Tuesday when she saw 
Hayes walking down the sidewalk, naked and badly burned. 
He collapsed on the porch of the building next door. 

Stovall said about 200 people attended a vigil for her 
father outside the building Friday evening. 

“He was very involved in the community,” she said. 
“Every year he would do those block parties and tell kids 
to say no to drugs.”

Mexicans deported from 
U.S. face shattered lives 


TIJUANA, Mexico Tlie towering blaclc gate opens 
silently to an alley with walls of corrugated metal. 
Scrawled in large white letters on a wall is: “The End.” 

For those deported from the U.S., the words are an 
unnecessary reminder. Nearly every hour of the day 
guards unlock this gate that leads back into Mexico, 
clicking open the padlocks hung on each side, in each 
nation. 

Every time the gate slams shut, it wipes out a dream, 
divides a family, ends a life lived in the shadows of the 
law 

A few steps from the gate, American tourists pose 


for photos in front of a stone relief They are oblivious 
to the men, women and children sadly shuffling into a 
homeland many risked their lives to leave. 

In a week spent at the Tijuana gate. The Associated 
Press watched busload after busload of deportees 
arrive, some in a daze, still stunned over their sudden 
expulsion. Many stumbled over the Mexican official’s 
question, “Where are you from?” after spending 
decades in the U.S. 

The faces of those who stream through reflect how 
tough and far-reaching the U.S. crackdown on illegal 
immigration has become.

China closes out successful Olympics with a bang (and a heck of a lot of gold) 


MCT 

BEIJING The most expensive and lavish 
Olympic Games in history came to an 
official close on Sunday as Beijing official- 
ly passed the Olympic flame to London, 
and the countdown started for the 2012 
Games that the British say will be frugal 
but fun. 

To the deafening roar of fireworks, 
Beijing marked the end of Summer Games 
that brought it a record bounty of 51 gold 
medals and seized global sports supremacy 
from the U.S. 

The two-hour closing ceremony held a 
dash of whimsy— including scores of per- 
formers on pogo stilts— and more tech- 
nical wizardry than the precision mass 
movements of singers and dancers of the 
Aug. 8 opening of the Games, designed to 
project China’s strength. 

Some 7,000 performers took part 
in the closing ceremony, including Spanish 
tenor Placido Domingo, Chinese chan- 


GOLD STANDARD 

»China’s haul of 51 gold medals was 
the largest since the Soviet Union won 
55 in Seoul in 1988. Fielding athletes 
groomed since childhood in sports 
academies, it won medals in 25 
different sports, including its first ever 
in sailing, beach volleyball and field 
hockey. 

» With 36 golds, the U.S. matched its 
total from the 2004 Athens Games and 
finished with one fewer than it had in 
2000 in Sydney and eight fewer than in 
1996 in Atlanta. 

» In claiming 110 medals, the U.S. 
broke its record for the most in a non- 
boycotted Olympics, excluding the 242 
it won at the 1904 Summer Games, 
attended by 12 countries. 


teuse Song Zuying and British singer 
Leona Lewis. 

Liu Qi, head of the organizing commit- 


tee of the Beijing Games, extolled the ath- 
letes who broke numerous records during 
the 16-day Games. 

“They have given their very best in a fair 
play environment and achieved amazing 
results by breaking 38 world records and 
85 Olympic records,” Liu said. 

Then it was London’s turn. 

A red double-decker London bus drove 
into the Bird’s Nest Stadium, peeling open 
like a blossoming flower to reveal a stage. 
On it was Jimmy Page, the Led Zeppelin 
guitarist, playing the classic “Whole Lotta 
Love.” 

Moments later, David Beckham, the 
soccer icon, arrived to kick a soccer ball 
into a crowd of athletes. Beckham scored 
a huge ovation. 

While Beijing spent more than $40 bil- 
lion to build knock-’em-dead arenas, new 
subway lines and environmental programs 
to clear smog, London has budgeted a 
more modest $19 billion, ap contributed.

In the fierce hunt for Olympic med- 
als, many countries offer such financial 
prizes to spur athletic excellence and the 
national glory that comes with it. Some 
athletes said the cash was a long-delayed 
reward for years of work and sacrifice, 
especially in obscure sports without lucra- 
tive professional futures. Kobe Bryant, for 
example, may make millions a year in sal- 
ary and endorsements, but the chances of 
an Olympic trap shooter getting his or her 
own brand of sneakers are slim. 

Make no mistake, athletes said, it was 
still mainly about the competitive spirit 
and beating personal bests. But they 
weren’t about to turn down the cash.

The Kerryman 
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Simons perseveres 

It’s been tough road for singer, who finally has major album 


Los Angeles Times 

Keaton Simons is what music executives 
call a “triple threat.” He can write com- 
pelling songs, sing with a 
distinctive, soulful voice and 
play guitar with skill and 
ferocity 

“He was one of the best 
musicians Fd ever seen. And 
there were 15 people there,” 
said Jared Levy, a music man- 
ager who first saw Simons a 
fewyears ago. “I know this is 
a tough town, but I thought: 

What is the disconnect here?’ 

The answer, he would learn, was tortu- 
ous, even by the standards of the modern 
recording industry 

Simons’ career had been delayed 
and derailed from the start— by cursed 
Hollywood connections, by a doting but 
heavy-handed mother, by his own drug 
use and melancholy, by business deals 


that collapsed around him, including one 
with Maverick Recording, the record label 
founded in part by Madonna. 

Now, Simons— who has 
toured the West, played 
“The Tonight Show” and 
had songs on big TV series — 
finally has his first major- 
label album; “Can You Hear 
Me,” which landed in June. 

Simons, 29, appears ready, 
at last, to make a splash. If 
only the music industry can 
stay out of his way 
“I love everything about music,” he said. 
“I do not love everything about the music 
business.” 

In July 2007, Simons signed his contract 
with CBS. He went back into the studio a 
month later and walked out in September 
having completed— sort of— his first tra- 
ditional album. It’s a deft effort at captur- 
ing Simons’ unusual and versatile sound. 


The songs include delicate, jazzy ballads 
and powerful blues numbers, peppered 
with elements of Elvis Costello, Eagle-Eye 
Cherry and Lenny Kravitz. 

“It’s easy for people to say that artists 
have had their time: Move on. But when 
you have great talent, you don’t just set it 
aside,” said Larryjenkins, head of CBS. “It 
doesn’t go away because of someone’s age 
or because of bad circumstances. ... Now 
he’s part of our family We’re not going to 
stop until the world knows about Keaton 
Simons.” 

Despite it all, Simons remains ambi- 
tious— and supremely confident. 

“Everything I’ve done has prepared 
me for this moment,” he said. “I want my 
music to get to people. I want to perform 
in front of as many people as possible for 
the rest of my life. To get to that place, you 
have to be totally focused. You don’t just 
slip through. Nobody knows that more 
than I do.”

InterActiveCorp. 
on Thursday spun off 
Ticketmaster to its 
shareholders. After 
five years in the I AC 
fold, Ticketmaster 
had to pay for its 
freedom, transferring 
$724 million to lAC 
Chief Executive Barry 
Diller’s firm. Think 
of it as a service fee, 
paid for with all those 
hefty surcharges 
levied on tickets. 
Ticketmaster puts 
its average revenue 
per ticket (including 
convenience and 
order-processing 
fees) at just $7.63 
last year-but you’ll 
pay a lot more if you 
want to attend a non- 
average show. 


B Ticketmaster claims to be the 

world leader in its field, having sold, 
auctioned or resold 141 million tickets 
to concerts, theaters, clubs, stadiums 
and other venues in 20 countries in 
2007. Seventy percent of those sales 
were handled online. In 2007, it had net 
income of $169.4 million on revenue of 
$1.24 billion. In the second quarter that 
ended June 30, its revenue climbed 30 
percent-defying economic gravity, at 
least for a while. 


B Ticketmaster is bracing for a 

bruising fight in 2009 with concert 
promoter and venue owner Live Nation. 
Live Nation and its House of Blues are 
Ticketmaster’s biggest clients, having 
provided $206.4 million, or 17 percent, of 
its 2007 revenue. A series of Live Nation 
pacts with Ticketmaster start to expire 
at year’s end and won’t be renewed. Live 
Nation plans to do its own ticketing and 
compete with Ticketmaster for deals 
with other venues.

The 
consensus used to be that these 
secondary brokers were scalpers 
who snared big blocks of tickets 
and then resold them at inflated 
prices. Remember the fuss last 
fall when tickets were snapped 
up immediately for the Hannah 
Montana/Miley Cyrus tour? These 
resellers now are being portrayed 
as conveniences for consumers 
who want to unload unwanted 
tickets, and artists such as 
Madonna are getting a cut of that 
action by designating who can 
resell tickets to their shows. This 
year, Ticketmaster bought two 
resellers. Rolling Meadows-based 
TicketsNow and Britain’s Get Me 
In! According to the industry Web 
site TicketNews, TicketsNow is 
second only to eBay’s StubHub 
in Web traffic among resellers.
